THE TIME OF HENRY THE 4TH 


Journal de l'Etoile pour le régne de HenriIV. Volume II: 
1601-1609. Text annotated by André Martin. Paris: Gal- 
limard, NRF, Collection ''Mémoires du passé pour servir 
au temps présent"' (Memoirs of the past to serve in our 
times), 1958. 572 pages - 2.200 frs. Pierre de 1'Estoile 
gives a day by day account of the small and great events 
of his life and times. Among the most colorful and fasci- 
nating pages are those relating to the death on the scaffold 
of Charles de Contaut, sieur de Biron, duc et pair et maré- 
chal de France. 


The same diary has inspired an excellent selection in English 
translated by Nancy Lyman Roelker: 

The Paris of Henry of Navarre as seen by Pierre de 1'Estoile. 
Selections from his 'Mémoires-Journaux" translated and 
edited by Nancy Lyman Roelker. Cambridge: Harvard 
University Press, 1958. 294 pages - $7.00. This selec- 
tion covers the years 1574 to 1611, with emphasis on the 
years of the League Rebellion, 1588-1594. The book ends 
with the text of the Edict of Nantes and a chronological out- 
line of events and a glossary of terms. Well selected illus- 
trations. Nancy Lyman Roelker is history teacher at the 
Winsor School in Boston. 


The daily life under Henri IV is superbly evoked by Philippe 
Erlanger in La Vie Quotidienne sous HenriIV. Paris: 
Hachette, 1958. 248 pages - 650 frs. The erudition of the 
author secures the historical exactness of this book without 
diminishing in any way the entrancing character of the nar- 
rative. M. Erlanger treats the religious climate of the 
period and the place of members of the court, clergy, no- 
bility, army, bourgeoisie, townspeople and farmers in the 
17th century society. Love and marriage, the Crusades and 4 
health are among the other topics studied by the author.

Hamilton, Antoine, Mémoires du Chevalier de Gramont. Text 


established, annotated and presented by Claire-Eliane 
Engel. With a bibliophilic note by Max Brun. Monaco: 
Editions du Rocher, 1958. 345 pages - 1. 850 frs. 

This novel, written in perfect French by an Englishman 
recreates the atmosphere of the court of Charles II in the 
first years of his reign. The hero is the Chevalier de Gra- 
mont, one of the best known men of the 17th century, whose 
diary served as a basis for the novel. It was first publish- 
ed in 1713, and this edition is the 70th. 


XVUIth CENTURY 


Mousnier, Roland, Au XVIII siécle. Paris: Librairie Plon, Col- 


lection "'Civilisations d'hier et d'aujourd"hui, 1958. 444 
pages ~- 2.400 frs. The author examines the relationship 
between science and technics and the limited character of 
their influence one on the other during the 18th century. 
Then he looks at the feeble influence of social milieu on 
science's progress, whereas at the same time technics 
underwent an important influence from society and events. 
The work is dedicated to Auguste Comte. 


Revolutionary Journal of Baron Ludwig von Closen. Trans- 


lated by Evelyn M. Acomb. University of North Carolina 
Press, 1958. General Rochambeau's aide-de-camp tells the 
adventures of the French expeditionary force which sailed 

in 1780 from France for Newport, R.I. 


Mémoires de Madame d'Abrantés. Introduction and notes by 


Albert Ollivier. Paris: Hachette, 1958. 332 pages - 1.800 
frs. The memoirs of Laure Junot, Duchess of Abrantés, 
bear upon the first thirty years of her life, that is, the years 


from 1785 to the end of the Empire. The figure who reappears 


the most often in this lively document is Napoléon, once a 
frequent visitor at the salon of Mme. Permon, mother of the 
générale Junot. 
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XIXTH CENTURY 


de Rémusat, Charles, Mémoires de ma vie. Enfance et jeu- 
nesse, la Restauration libérale (1797-1820). Presented 
and annotated by Charles H. Pouthas. With a preface by 
Gilbert de Coral-Rémusat, great-granddaughter of Charles 
de Rémusat. Paris: Librairie Plon, 1958. 459 pages - 
1.800 frs. These memoirs, written in view of publication, 
are partly an account of the personal life of the author who 
was Minister of Foreign Affairs during the Thiers Govern- 
ment. The publishing was delayed for 80 years. It has 
been said of Rémusat that he was one of the few men of 
his time not touched by calumny. He was, according to 
Pouthas, the ideal open-minded politician. 


Following Malcolm Barnes' translation 
of "The Passionate Exiles: Madame 
4 de Sta¥#l and Madame Récamier" by 
Maurice Levaillant (See FRENCH 
NEWS, No, 3), comes a study in Eng- 
lish on Madame de Sta#l by J. Chris- 
. topher Herold and another French in- 
terpretation of the famous hostess 
and writer's stormy life by André 
Lang. 


: Herold, J. Christopher, Mistress to an 
' Age. New York: The Bobbs-Merrill 

Company, 1958. 500 pages - $5.95. 
Orville Prescott lists Madame de 
Sta#l's all three careers as:"'l) that 
of novelist, literary critic, political 
thinker and philosopher of history; 
2)that of torrential and brilliant talk- 
er who enchanted everyone who heard her and made many 
persons her devoted disciples for life; and 3) that of a wo- 
man perpetually, spectacularly and preposterously in love," 
He credits the author with having done full justice to all 
careers in this new biography. Particularly interesting is 
the role played by Mme. de Sta#l in introducing the German 
romantic philosophers to her French-reading audience, her- 
alding in the age of romanticism. Her De l'Allemagne, les 
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Grands Ecrivains de la France is being re-edited at present 
by Mme. Jean de Pange and the first two volumes of the five 
have already appeared (Hachette). ; 


Lang, André, Une Vie d'orages: Germaine de Sta#l. Paris: Cal- 
mann-Lévy, 1958. 316 pages - 1.150 frs. The author points 
out, as was first remarked by Sainte-Beuve, that at Coppet 
all hands, secretaries, visitors, friends and present and 
former lovers, contributed to the books of Germaine de Staél. 
Many passages were formulated in the conversations of this 
cosmopolitan society. Among those of the entourage of Ger- 
maine de Sta#l described by M, Lang, Benjamin Constant is 
treated with more sympathy than he has received in the 
hands of some other contemporary writers. 


For Charles de Rémusat's impression of Germaine de Sta#l when 
she reappeared in Paris in 1814, see Mémoires de ma vie, 
volume I. 


Levaillant, Maurice, Les Amours de Benjamin Constant. Letters 
and documents with a short treatise published for the first 
time. Paris: Hachette, 1958. The author of works on 
Chateaubriand, Mme de Sta#l and Mme Récamier now studies 
the enigmatic figure of Benjamin Constant. He shows the con- 
sistencies of the man who faced his life, even in moments of 
folly, with the utmost sincerity and wrote what he saw in him- 
self, becoming in a sort his own hangman. 


Two Lovers in Rome. Being Extracts from the Journal and Let- 
ters of Etienne-Jean Delécluze. Edited by Louis Desternes 
and translated by Gerard Hopkins from the French, "Deux 
Romans d'Amour chez Madame Récamier.'"' New York: 
Doubleday & Co., 1958. 222 pages - $3.95. The affairs of 
the heart of Madame Récamier are revived again in these 
extracts. The poet Delécluze in his diary calls the winter 
of 1824 "the most delectable dream that I have ever had." 
Having chanced to call upon Madame Récamier, in Rome 
for the health of her 19-year old niece, Amelie Cyvoct, 
Delécluze, then 43, was struck by love at first sight - but 
with Madame Récamier's niece. He met there the young 
Jean-Jacques Ampére, also helplessly in love - but with 
Madame Récamier. 


de Tocqueville, Alexis, Journeys to England and Ireland. Edit- 
ed by J.P. Mayer. Yale University Press, 1958. The 
19th century French traveler, lawyer and student of politics 
and author of the world-famous "Democracy in America" 
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kept these journals during three visits to England in 1833, 
1855 and 1857. 


Lameyre, Gérard-No#l, Haussmann: 'Préfet de Paris". Paris: 
Flammarion, 1958. 335 pages - 1.250 frs. The story of 
the famous "Préfet de Paris'' who gave the city new perspec- 
tives, light and gardens. The book recalls the sumptuous 
receptions given by Haussmann in honor of foreign kings. 
See FRENCH NEWS, No. 3, page 37, on how Haussmann 
with Napoleon III transformed the city of Paris. Lameyre 
gives a chronology of the principal events of the 2nd Em- 
pire and a bibliography. 


Le Roman Vrai de la III République. La Jeunesse de Marianne. 
Collection directed by Gilbert Guilleminault in collabora- 
tion with Francois Corre, Pierre Dominique, André Falk, 
Armand Lanoux, Louis Sapin and Maurice Toesca. Paris: 
Editions Deno#l, 1958. 314 pages - 1.300 frs. Already 
mentioned in FRENCH NEWS, No. 3, this collection's 
5th book starts in 1870 and ends in 1889. A series of arti- 
cles describes the principal events and figures of the period. 


XXth CENTURY 


Charles-Roux, F., Souvenirs Diplomatiques. Rome-Quirinal. 
Février 1916-Février 1919. Paris: Arthéme Fayard, 1958. 
364 pages - 1.250 frs. 2nd Edition. These diplomatic re- 
collections span the period February 1916~-February 1919 
when Charles-Roux was a young attaché at the French Em- 
bassy in Rome under the direction of Camille Barrére, 
Ambassador. The author gives a vivid portrait of the latter 
in his role in Franco-lItalian relations, showing his perspi- 
cacity and influence in Rome. 


The Vichy Regime. 1940-44. By Robert Aron in collaboration 
with Georgette Elgey. Translated by Humphrey Hare. 
New York: The Macmillan Company, 1958. 536 pages - 
$7.50. D.W. Brogan, in his review in the N. Y. TIMES 
of November 16, 1958, calls this book "indispensable" 
as a background to France today. The author treats a sub- 
ject not yet entirely studied showing much objectivity. 


Maurel, Micheline, An Ordinary Camp. New York: Simon and 
Schuster, 1958. 141 pages - $3.50. By a teacher of litera- 
ture, deported to Neubrandenburg for her work in the 
French Resistance. The author's account of her two years 
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in this "very ordinary camp" stands as a reminder that the 
world must take guard against "the savage and sadist clamor- 
ing for expression inside each human heart. "' 


Liebling, A.J., Normandy Revisited. New York: Simon and 
Schuster, 1958. 243 pages - $3.95. Morris Gilbert (N. Y. 
TIMES, September 14, 1958) calls this more than a war 
book, a "France-book.'"' Returning to the scenes of his war 
reporting after 1l years, Liebling finds place among his re- 
collections for churches, tapestry, hotels and food which he 
commentates with familiarity and the nostalgia of a former 
student at the Sorbonne (in 1926). 


Lacouture, Jean and Simonne, Egypt in Transition. Translated 
by Francis Scarfe. New York: Criterion Books, 1958. 532 
pages - $7.50. The authors, both journalists, have spent 
much time in Egypt and the Middle East. Their keen observa- 
tions are laid against a background of historical conquisition 
going from the Arabs in the 7th century to the British in the 
19th. The last decade's events, from the burning of Cairo to 
the Suez disaster and Nasser's political ascent, show the 
path taken by relations between Nasser and the West. 


Caubet, Etienne, Rescapé. Written with the help of Max Roth. 
Paris: Del Duca, 1958. 256 pages. Deported in Poland during 
the war,a Frenchman recounts the nightmare that lasted 
sixteen years. 


SOCIAL AND POLITICAL SCIENCES 


Aron, Raymond, On War. Translated by Terence Kilmartin. New 
York: Doubleday and Co., 1958. 163 pages - Clothbound, $3.50; 
paperbound, $.95. A scholar, polemicist and philosopher 
writes about perspectives for modern society against an his- 
torical background. He identifies this epoch by saying that 
mankind "'for the first time in its history’ is preparing for 
a war it does not want to fight and looks to the common sense 
of statesmen to avoid it. "' 


Beaujeu-Garnier, Jacqueline, Géographie de la Population. Volume I. 
Paris: Editions M. Th. Génin. Librairie de Médicis, Collection 
"Géographie économique et sociale" published under the direction 
of A. Cholley, 1956. 426 pages - 50 illustrations, 20 plates and 
4 folders. 3.600 frs. After a general presentation of her mate- 
rial, the author treats the demographical revolution in Western 
Europe, the white prolongation of Europe (America and Australia) 
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and lastly, Latin America, where she studies the effects 
of immigration in the last 150 years. 


Bouteiller, Marcelle, Sorciers et jeteurs de sort. Witha ay 
preface by Claude Lévi-Strauss. Paris: Plon, Collec- . 
tion "D'un monde l'autre, ''1958. 213 pages - 990 frs. 
Marcelle Bouteiller is a Fellow at the National Center of 
Scientific Research and has already published Chamanisme 
et guérison magique (Paris: Presses Universitaires de 
France, 1950). In this book she shows how the sorcerer 
has survived despite the march of progress; she explains 
the witch trials of the 16th and 17th centuries and the 
customs and beliefs of the sorcerers of the past and pres- 
ent. The preface by the ethnologist Claude Lévi-Strauss 
contains an excellent description of the provinces of ee 
France that the author chose for her study. With 8 plates BC 
and 3 maps. 


Bauchet, Pierre, L'Expérience Francaise de Planification. 
Paris: Editions du Seuil, Collection "Esprit, ' 1958. 
199 pages. An exposé of the functioning of the French 
planning body called "Commissariat au Plan" and the 
aspects in which it differs from authoritative planning. 


Bulman, René, Doctrines - régimes - partis. Initiation 4 
la Politique. Neuch&tel: A La Bacconniére, Collection 
"Observation et Synthése,"' 1958. 101 pages. René 
Bulman treats the origins of the present existing poli- 
tical parties, ending with a chapter entitled "Au dela 
de la grande querelle, "' 


Chauffier, Louis Martin, L'écrivain et la liberté. Neuch&tel: 
A La Bacconniére, 1958. The writer pleads for the in- 
tegrity of man in a time of struggle between "'the beast 
and the mind, " 


Documents économiques. A collective work by J.-M. Jean- 
neney, R. Barre, M. Flamant and M. Perrot. Paris: 
Presses Universitaires de France, Collection "Thémis," 
Textes et documents, 1958. 437 pages - 2. 200 frs. 
These texts and documents are destined to students pre- 
paring the "licence" in law or economics. 


Lebret, L.J., Suicide ou Survie de l'Occident? Paris: Eco- j 
nomie et Humanisme, Les Editions Ouvriéres, 1958. iM 
The author tries to awaken the interest of the Western 
World for the underprivileged countries. The disparity 
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between the economical situation of the West and the 
misery of the East are exposed by M. Lebret. 


Perroux, Frangois, La Coexistence Pacifique. Volume I 
and Il. Paris: Presses Universitaires de France, 1958, 
402 pages - 1.600 frs. Francois Perroux is Professor 
at the Collége de France. His Coexistence Pacifique is, 
according to Jean Lacroix (in LE MONDE, December l, 
1958), one of the great works of our time. Volume I, en- 
titled "Industrialisés" ou 'Non-industrialisés" covers 
the crises of capitalism and Communism and the contra- 
dictions presented in the development of industrial soci- 
eties. Volume II, "Péles de développement ou Nations?" 
covers the poles of development, East-West commerce 
and the contradictions between industrial centers and ter- 
ritorial politics.

Bachelard, Suzanne, La Conscience de Rationalité. Etude 


Phénoménologique sur la physique mathématique. 

Paris: Presses Universitaires de France, Bibliothéque 

de Philosophie Contemporaine, 1958. 145 pages - 700 frs. 
The author tries to depict the link between the rational at- 
titude and scientific and technical experience. She bases 
her study on mathematical physics as an example of a 
science which necessitates both the rationalistic attitude 
and experience. 


Corman, Louis, Manuel de Morpho-Psychologie. Volume II. 


La Synthése des Caractéres. Paris: Librairie Stock, De- 
lamain et Boutelleau, 1958. 382 pages. The author de- 
fines his research in the frame and the evolution of ante- 
rior studies on human characterology. He has attempted 
a synthesis between morpho-psychology, the charactero- 
logy of Jung and the characterology of Heymans-Le Senne. 
The author seeks profoundly the psychological forces at 
their budding stage. On the other hand, he defends the 
thesis that the character is the entire man, including both 
mind and body. The work is divided in two principal 


parts: 


The Three Factors of Adaptation 

Tendencies, Intelligence and Will 
In a last chapter entitled "Le Portrait" the author explains 
Heymans' and Jung's viewpoints and the morpho-psycholo- 
gic conception. With 200 portraits. 


Jabre, Farid, La Notion de certitude selon Ghazali dans ses 


origines psychologiques et historiques. Paris: Librairie 
Philosophique J. Vrin, Collection "Etudes Musulmanes" 
directed by Etienne Gilson and Louis Gardet, 1958. 

456 pages. A scholarly study on the person and the thought 
of one of the best known Arab-Moslem thinkers of the 
Middle Ages. This book gives precious information in its 
bibliography and translations of texts which appear in the 
4th part of the text. Here the author studies certainty ac- 
cording to Ghazali in its psychological origins, in its pre- 
sent signification and in its historical origins. The an- 
nexed texts are related principally to a definition of cer- 
tainty and the diverse categories of doubt. 
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Nicolas, Marius-Paulin, Regards sur l'humain. Paris: Nou- 


velles Editions Debresse, 1958. 283 pages. The author 
has made solid contributions to the study of Nietzsche; he 
has devoted several essays to the philosopher, among 
them: "Nietzsche devant l'inconnaissable."' This book is 
a study of man, going from man's place in the universe to 
the smallest circumstances of his daily life. It ends with 
a series of views on the autonomy of Self. The work is 
directed to the general public. 


Russier, Jeanne, Sagesse Cartésienne et Religion. Essai sur 


la connaissance de l'immortalité de 1' ime selon Descartes. 
Paris: Presses Universitaires de France, Bibliothéque de 
Philosophie Contemporaine, 1958. 145 pages - 700 frs. 
The author in his introduction asks the question: Does wis- 
dom according to Descartes suffice in itself or must it 
have recourse to faith? This work is divided into two 
parts: Reason and Faith in the Knowledge of Immortality, 
and Reason and Faith in "les’ promesses de Béatitude."' 

A chapter on Cartesian Thought and Religion concludes 

this work, With a bibliography. 


Vallin, Georges, La Perspective Métaphysique. Avant-propos 


by Paul Mus. Paris: Le Cercle du Livre, 1958. 247 pages. 
This work is inspired largely by Guénon. It is a defense of 
"perennial philosophy" against every "esprit de systéme. "' 
Since Aristotle, Western philosophy has taken for granted 
that Being is either temporal or in time. The inevitable 
consequence is a long succession of perspectives in meta- 
physics which reflect different situations and "systematic 
dogmatisms."' The only genuine metaphysical perspective 
attempts to understand the Absolute in its eternal, non- 
temporal reality. The best exposition (both abstract and 
symbolical) is in the non-dualist Vedanta of Sankara and its 
related Oriental traditions. In the Orient this true meta- 
physical perspective had to combat the Samkya Philosophy, 
Ramanuja, Hinayana Buddhism, etc. Thus, the contrast 
between genuine metaphysics (of primary being) and the 
various systems that get involved in ontologies and histori- 
cal cosmologies.

NRF, 1958. 268 pages - 750 frs. This book treats in 12 
chapters the problems of heredity and views successively

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Isidore Geoffroy Saint-Hilaire, Colladon, Paul Bert, 
Etienne Wolff, Davaine, Lucien Cuénot, Fernand 
Caridroit and Eugéne Bataillon. Jean Rostand, one of 
the great contemporary scholars, is the author of 16 
essays, 33 scientific works and has translated works by 
G.-R. de Beer, Th.-H. Morgan and H.-J. Muller.

Through them one sees the 
“hermit of the Sahara" as he gave himself to the task of 
putting into practice the commandments of the gospel.

The most significant Kt 
speakers for French Protestantism have contributed Bes 
to this work which situates Protentantism in French a 
tradition and.actuality, shows the plurality of its tend- 
encies and considers the spread of French Protestant - 
ism. Lastly the work takes up the question of relation- 
ships between French Protestants and Catholics. .

"La Revue des 
Deux Mondes" on December 15th appraised the direction of

, Staging by Jean Meyer -- "'too much marching, galloping, 


dancing and singing. '' The weekly "Arts-Spectacles" is of 


another opinion: It is delighted by the sheer extravagance 
of Labiche's imagination and can find no fault with the direc- 
tion of the plays. Audiences are unanimously enthusiastic. 


‘The Salle Luxembourg has revived Alexandre Dumas' 
and Auguste Maquet's 1860 melodrama La Dame de Monso- 
reau, prototype of the cloak and dagger story with the coura- 
geous hero dashing about to protect both France and the hon- 
or of a young lady. Murderers lurk in the shadows, and the 
action moves through castles, cages, cafés, catacombs, 
quais... atadizzying pace. But say the critics: the per- 
formance lacks daring, conviction and imagination and makes 
the La Dame rather dull. 


THE , THEATRE NATIONAL POPULAIRE 


The T.N, P., back in Paris where its theatre, audi- 
ences and new projects awaited it, plays every evening to 
an average of 2,000 spectators, coming from every corner 
of Paris and the suburbs. For its return to Chaillot, the 
T.N, P. presented Les Caprices de Marianne, Staged by 
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Jean Vilar. Jacques Lemarchand of the "Figaro Littéraire" 
regrets taking an intermission which "momentarily breaks the 
charm of this light and heavy universe where you breath an air 
so lively and so cruel, a universe so specially Musset's. Jean 
Vilar, Maurice Jarre, Léon Gischia have recreated it enchant- 
ingly ... Geneviéve Page is one of the truest Mariannes imagi- 
nable ... Gérard Philipe, an excellent Octave." | 


Also currently presented at the T.N. P. is the double 
bill of Gide's Oedipe and Merimée's Le Carrosse du Saint- 
Sacrement, both of which are directed by Jean Vilar. Maria 
Casarés' sparkling interpretation of Camille Périchole has 
won the critics' wholehearted approval. 


In January the T.N. P. made a new addition to its re- 
pertory, L'Ecole des Femmes in a staging by Georges Wilson 
who also plays the role of Arnolphe. The public's highly en- 
thusiastic approval is not shared by the Figaro's Gautier who 
found the performance "honest, suitable, correct - but nothing 
more." He could praise only the Horace of Ives Gasc. 


The coming months will see more new productions at 
the Palais de Chaillot. In February René Clair will direct a 
stage play for the first time -- On ne badine pas avec l'amour 
in Musset's first version which failed to account for the exigen- 
cies of the stage. Plans for March include works by Ionesco 
and the young writer Vinaver. 


On the administrative level, M. Vilar is considering 
the idea of dividing the troupe in two parts. One would make 
the grand tours which occupy the company for seven months of 
the year; the other would stay at the Palais de Chaillot. M. Vilar 
is also studying means to make the administration more supple, 
to avoid any ruling which would prevent the actors from perform- 
ing in films, on television or in stage productions at other thea- 
tres. Thus Gérard Philipe who is absent from the Palais de 
Chaillot during the winter months will again join the troupe at 
the Summer Festival of Avignon. 


THE MADELEINE RENAUD - JEAN -LOUIS BARRAULT COMPANY 


Installed in the small Palais Royal Theatre, the Barrault 
troupe is giving alternate performances of Offenbach's La Vie 
Parisienne and Claudel's Le Soulier de Satin, two works at op- 


posite poles: 
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LA VIE PARISIENNE” at the Théatre du Palais Royal Comedy by Meilhaec and Halévy. 
Music by Offenbach. Staged by Jean-Louis Barrault 


Barrault opened his current season with La Vie Parisienne, 
and within a few weeks the troupe's rollicking interpretation of 
Offenbach's, Meilhac's and Halévy's gay picture of Paris became 
the hit of the year. The cast sets off at a high pace and makes a 
tremendously good-natured romp of this Second Empire operetta. 
If current negotiations are successful, New Yorkers will soon see 
La Vie Parisienne. 


Le Soulier de Satin, originally a text of nine hours duration, 
tells the most heartbreaking of stories, of a man and woman fatally 
in love, whom an all powerful hand constantly keeps apart and who 
nevertheless love the hand. Robert Kemp says of this play: "a sap 
runs through it with such violence and in such frightening abundance 
that the unfamiliar listener may be excused if he is at first stupi- 
fied by it... But what treasures of music, what opulence of images, 
sentiments and ideas. In this work whose baroque ‘its were once 
disconcerting, Claudel attains the peak of his possibilities. "' 
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Le Soulier de Satin was first presented in 1943 at the 
Comédie Frangaise after Barrault and Claudel had whittled 
the text down to playable size. That production directed by 
Barrault inspired the reawakening of the theatre in postwar 
France and is one of the most memorable events in the his- 
tory of French theatre. Although the stage of the Palais Royal 
is somewhat cramped for Claudel and prevents this production 
from attaining the grandeur of Barrault's previous achieve- 
ment, the critics see his efforts to overcome this technical 
difficulty as yet another proof of his ingenuity. They also 
praise the decor of Lucien Coutaud and the performance of 
Madeleine Renaud and Catherine Sellers.

More Claudel 


Claudel's L'Otage, in a revival at the Vieux Colombier, 
has been remarkably well staged by Roger Dornés. L'Otage 
is Claudel's tableau of France in 1812: the old nobility who 
cannot believe in change is symbolized by Georges de Cof- 
fontaine, "lieutenant of the King for Champagne and Lorraine"; 
the parvenus are represented by Toussaint Turelure, a power 
thirsty prefect; the nobility aware of what happened in 1789 but 
intending to maintain its superiority is incarnated by Synge de 
Cofifontaine, the sign of reconciliation between the France of 
the old order and the new France; finally the church which is 
symbolized by Pius VII, first a prisoner of Napoleon and then 
a man in hiding. 


Lemarchand considers this work a wonderful introduc- 
tion to Claudel. It is highly symbolic, yet the characters are 
very much alive, and have an even greater than human density. 
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Among current Parisian productions 


L'Année du bac by José-André Lacour at the Théatre Edouard-VII. 
In the words of its author, this play concerns "some per- 
fectly normal and ordinary middle class teenagers who, fol- 
lowing some inopportune revelations, discover that their 
parents are not sacrosanct beings, but adults like everyone 
else. '' A glance at the play leaves one amazed by M. Lacour's 
idea of "normal" and conception of adults. Gautier of the 
Figaro not only has difficulty believing one generation (the 
parents) can be so consistently ignominious; he also finds 

Lacour's technique pretentious. According to Le Monde's 

Kemp, "instead of dramatic art, this is scandal-sheet re- 

porting". Despite the play, the young cast has been unani- 

mously praised for its performance. 


La Bagatelle, a comedy by Marcel Achard at the Bouffes-Parisiens. 
Set in the Tyrol during the postwar occupation, this "baga- 
telle" tells of a charming and not so innocent young lady, 
Victoria, who wins the friendship, cigarettes and chocolates 
of a French soldier. After many an episode she weds her 
lover and assumes poses proper enough to meet his mother. 
Under Jean Meyer's direction this "light and piquant fantasy" 
is exquisitely played, with Daniéle Delorme as Victoria and 

Pierre Mondy as the soldier. 


Chérie Noire, a situation comedy by Francois Campaux. Chérie, 

a wealthy and beautiful Creole princess, is hired as a maid 
by a talented but impoverished writer. With a bit of Oceana 
transplanted in a rather stark Parisian apartment, double 
entendres and ambiguous situations abound. Critical opin- 
ion: as inconsequential as a soap bubble ballet, but thorough- 
ly entertaining. At the Théatre Michel. 


Le Chinois, a comedy by Barillet and Gredy, in which five blue- 
stockings, who consider themselves satirists, meet at a 
Chinese restaurant to vote on the Prix des Muses. During 
the balloting the lights go out. They go back on to reveal 
one of the ladies bent over with a knife in her back. That 
is the point of departure. The rest of the play consists of 
a rather slow-going inquest, punctuated by singing, dancing 
and a few surprises. At La Bruyére. 
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*L'Etrangére dans l'ile by Georges Soria. For this tale of conflicting 
loyalties, set in Cyprus, M. Soria has won the prix U, which 
is destined to "a French dramatic work created during the 
current season and whose artistic quality far surpasses its 
box office success. "' 


La Folie, written and directed by Louis Ducreux. A satire on the lack 
of understanding between the closest of people. Why the title? 
"Madness puts men back on the road to wisdom, which is also 
the one of virtue."" J.J. Gautier can only marvel at an author- 
director who lets his own work flounder in the hands of an un- 
inspired cast. At the Madeleine. 


L'Intrigante Amoureuse by Goldoni in the translation of Mme Lemare- 
squier has brought its Italian charm to the Petit Théatre de 
Paris where Suzanne Flon gives a sparkling interpretation of 
the principal role. Although he delights in Goldoni, Le Monde's 
Kemp regrets that Suzanne Flon, "the poetic sprite", has turned 
into a sarcastic soubrette. The story is really a series of love 
stories set in motion by a servant (Flon) who has the wit, tender- 
ness, and grace to win in wedlock the son of her master, who 
also adores her. 


Lorsque cing ans seront passés, an unedited play by Lorca, adapted for 
the French stage by Marcelle Auclair and presented by a group 
of fervent young actors at the Thé&tre Récamier. It is a sur- 
realistic work whose weird imagery is far more interesting than 
its theme; a curiosity rather than a success. 


Marcel Marceau, the famous mime, well-known by American audiences 
from his tours of the United States in 1955 and 1958, has made 
the Ambigu into a theatre of mime, where he is presenting a 
new program including the latest adventures of ''Bip". 


La Marianne, a tragedy in verse by Tristan l1'Hermite, dealing with 
the age-old struggle of honor and love. In this case, the hero- 
ine's uncompromising sense of honor turns love into hatred and 
leads her husband to murder and madness. La Marianne, writ- 
ten in 1637 or 1638 when it rivaled Le Cid in popularity and last 
presented in the 18th century, has been staged by Antoine Bour- 
seiller at the Théatre du Tertre. Critics have praised M. Bour- 
seiller and welcomed the revival of a work as unjustly neglected 
as its author.

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Meurtres en Fa diése, a mystery by Boileau-Narcejac and Frédéric 
“= Valmain, based on a question of mistaken identity. Review- 
ers' opinion: A hardly original effort, performed by a phleg- 
matic cast. At the Théatre Charles de Rochefort. 


Pattes de Mouche by Marcel Franck. An unpretentious comedy con- 
cerning a newly married couple and the debts incurred by 
their matchmaking mothers. In the course of the evening 

the author proves himself a master of light comedy, skill- 

fully refreshing a worn theme. At the Capucines. 


Les Portes Claquent., In the vein of Guitry, Duval and Roussin, 
Michel Fermaud has written a gay and tasteful drawing room 

comedy. These scenes from the life of a modern family 

are presented at the Théatre Daunou. 


Le Prince de Papier by Jean Davray at the Théatre des Mathurins. 
A rather sad young girl whose reveries have always been 
accompanied by a prince charming one day comes upon her 
prince in human form. After hesitating between the two, 

she settles for the man. 


La Punaise, a Russian "faeric comedy" by Maiakovski, adapted 
and staged by André Barsacq. The story: In Russia in 
1929 a fire at a wedding dinner is extinguished by torrents 
of freezing water. The groom, found and defrosted in 1979, 
has a perniciously gay effect on the totally dehumanized com- 
rades of the future. Although this play has run for three 
years in Moscow, Gautier can't understand what prompted 
André Barsacq to present it. He finds all but one scene 

unbelievably boring. At the Atelier. 


Rose de Noel, posthumously published work of Franz Lehar, the 
Hungarian composer of The Merry Widow, Rose de Noel 
whose direction by Maurice Lehmann has been highly praised, 
was presented at the Chatelet in commemoration of the 10th 

anniversary of Lehar's death. 


Les Trois Coups de minuit by André Obey. The story: In a village 
of Sussex during the 15th century a group of townsmen, ac- 
cording to a 200 year old tradition, rehearse their annual 
presentation of an old "mistére" of the nativity. Several 
members of the cast fall ill, including the young lady who 
plays the Virgin Mary. Her replacement displeases the 
public for the girl has a bad reputation. No one attends the 
performance; little by little the cast breaks up; at the end 
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only two bit players are left: the ass and the cow. The critics 
were unanimous in their praise of this variation on the theme 
of faith, a play fresh and pure and full of substance. 


Scénes de Comédie by Alain (1916) and Les Tambours dans la 
nuit by Brecht (1920). This double bill presented by the 
Théatre d'Aujourd'hui at the Théatre de Lutéce constitutes 

a rare and profitable, if heavy, evening. Alain's sketches 

in which he expressed his disdain for war and his sympathy 
for those who have to fight it have been integrated into a co- 
herent dramatic work by the director, Francois Maistre. 
Brecht's play, set in Germany in 1918, concerns a young 
rebel who choses personal happiness with his unfaithful fian- 
cée over returning to his revolutionary cause. It too is well 
staged -- by André Steiger. Both plays are performed by 

a fine young cast. 


American plays in Paris 


Among the current successes in the "théatres des boulevards" 
are several American plays. Their number has in fact prompted 

Le Monde's Claude Sarraute to remark: "You have to resign yourself: 
between Paris and Broadway the traffic of hit plays fol:cws a one-way 
route. Witness the eight plays ‘made in U.S.A. ' posted here this 
season.'' The Love of Four Colonels, Twelve Angry Men, The Diary 
of Anne Frank, Lucy Crown and The Caine Mutiny have been filling 
theatres for quite some time now. The new arrivals are: 


Deux sur la balancoire (Two for the Seesaw) by William Gibson, adapted 
by Louise de Vilmorin. Gittel Moskva, the impulsive bohemian 
from the Bronx, has been warmly received by Parisian audiences. 
Lemarchand notes that the play is a mere sketch but as such, an 
opportunity for virtuoso performances by Annie Girardot and 
Jean Marais, and the director, Luchino Visconti. At the Ambas- 

sadeurs. 


L'Etonnant Pennypacker (The Astonishing Mr. Pennypacker) by Liam 
O'Brien. At the Marigny. In the French Adaptation by Roger- 
Ferdinand, under the direction of Jean-Pierre Grenier, Mr. 

Pennypacker with his two households and 17 children is delight- 

ing French audiences -- as it did American. 


Sergent, je vous aime (No Time for Sergeants) by Ira Levin after the 
novel by Mac Hyman. The French version, by H.-F. Lara and 
R. Lemoine, is playing at the Sarah-Bernhardt. This satire on 
military life in America is "old-hat"' to some, hilarious to others. 
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Good news is found in the announcement that the Juillard School 
of Music has appointed Michel St-Denis, French acto>-director and 
former head of the Comédie de l'Est, chief consultant for the establish- 
ment of Juillard's new drama section. The new department will be set 
up when Juillard moves to the Lincoln Center for the Performing Arts. 
M. St-Denis is already in this country to meet with theatre people and 
acquaint himself with American life. 


New York will soon greet another returning French actor- 
director. Raymond Gérome, director of Racine's Britannicus which 
toured the United States last fall, plans to stage the English language 
version of Jean Gen@ét's Le Balcon. With rehearsals starting in July, 
the work will be presented next September at the Théatre de Lys, 

where The Three Penny Opera has reigned for the last four years, 


In the provinces 


The movement toward decentralization of the theatre in France, * 
begun after World War II and in large part due to the initiative of Jeanne 
Laurent of the Direction of Arts and Letters, has accelerated its pace 

in the last year.. In December the Municipal Council of Toulouse ap- 
proved a proposal for the establishment of a popular theatre, to be pre- 
sided over by the Mayor of Toulouse. It will include a lyric section, 
directed by M. Izar, and a dramatic section, directed by M. Sarrasin 
of the city's already successful troupe, the Grenier de Toulouse. 


At Rennes, the administrative center of Brittany, a reform pro- 
ject for its municipal theatre is under study. Considering the theatre 

a public service rather than a commercial venture, the plan proposes 
to co-ordinate the presentation of plays, operas, concerts and variety 
entertainment in an effort to make the civic auditorium the true cultu- 
ral center of the city. Repertories would include classical and con- 
temporary works, both French and foreign. The creation of new works 
would be encouraged. The demands of such varied repertories would 
give young artists eve~y opportunity to broaden their talents. Thus 
Rennes would have a living theatre in the most vital sense of the term. 


An unusual occurrence in Grenoble in December is indicative 
of the public's interest in the development of provincial dramatic 
centers. Jean Dasté, Director of the Comédie de St-Etienne, who 


* See FRENCH NEWS No. 1 
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from 1945 to 1947 tried to build an active theatre in Grenoble and for 
lack of support transferred his efforts to St-Etienne, presented a 

new play by Yves Jamiaque at Grenoble's municipal theatre. At the 
second performance before a packed house, a member of the audience 
rose and proposed that those present create a foundation for "L'Action 
culturelle pour le thé&tre et les arts" (A.C. T.A.). The movement 
took fire. A few days later it counted 1,000 members and had obtain- 
ed the patronage of Pierre-Aimé Touchard, "Inspecteur Général des 
Spectacles" in France. A.C. T.A.'s purpose: to create a true home 
of the theatre where close contact between spectators, actors, di- 
rectors, musicians and stage-designers would be possible. The as- 
sociation plans to organize readings, stage performances, lectures 
and singing tours and has already been promised the co-operation 

of such artists as Jean-Louis Barrault, Jacques Fabbri, Gérard 
Philipe and the Fréres Jacques. 


From Paris comes word of a project for more extensive re- 
forms. The union of French actors, presided by Gérard Philipe, 
has come up with a proposal for the complete reorganization of the 
provincial dramatic centers. It calls for the division of France in 
eight parts, each of which would have six troupes, specialized in dif- 
ferent forms of the theatre. Each company would travel throughout 
its region; seats for performances would cost the price of a movie 
ticket. Robert Kemp, favoring the essential idea, states his re- 
servations: first, that a plan is not enough; there must be gifted men 
to carry it out; second, that the proposal overlooks the importance 
of the author; and finally, that the union's plan risks creating an 
enormous complex of government control in a field where freedom 
is essential. 


Jean Dasté regrets certain of the plan's shortcomings. He 
feels that dramatic centers must be created in co-operation with 
the local people, not according to an abstract plan encompassing 
all of France. Nor does he believe it enough to multiply the number 
of performances. The centers must be not so much touring troupes 
as permanent regional theatres where people will learn to under- 
stand, enjoy and, finally, need an active theatre.

EXHIBITIONS ANNOUNCED IN THE PARIS MUSEUMS IN 1959 


Archives Nationales, 60 rue des Francs-Bourgeois, Paris. 
Two exhibitions are in preparation: one celebrating 
the anniversary of the foundation in 1809 of the first 
Israelian consistory and the other, the centenary of 
the first synod of the Protestant Reformed Church. 


Bibliothéque Nationale, 58 rue Richelieu, Paris (2e). 
The Bibliothéque Nationale is preparing for the spring 
semester ''Le Salon de la Photographie" and for the 
fall, exhibitions celebrating two centenaries. The 
first will be celebrating the centenary of "Mireille," 
the poem of the Provencal poet, Frédéric Mistral, 
which inspired the opera comique by Carré and Gounod. 
The second centenary to be commemorated is that of 
Marceline Desbordes-Valmore (1785-1859). 


Musée des Arts Décoratifs, 107 rue de Rivoli, Paris (Ier). 
February 25-May 18: "Le siécle de 1'élégance en 
Angleterre: mobilier et décoration du XVIII siécle" 

(A century of elegance in England: XVIIIth century 
furnishings and decoration). A number of rare pieces 
are being lent by the Queen from her collections, by 
the Victoria And Albert Museum and by private collec- 
ors and owners of great English residences. 


In May: Aquarelles, materials, dresses and embroidery 
by Sonia Delaunay. 


Opening June 9: Chagall Retrospective (Fifty years of 
painting: 1909-1959): Approximately 150 paintings, 
gouaches and ceramics coming from museums and pri- 
vate collections in the United States, Brazil, Germany, 
Switzerland and Czechoslovakia. In the selection of 
these works the accent is placed on Chagall's influence 
on the birth of Surrealism. It is hoped by the organizers 
that the exhibition will include scenery executed about 
1920 by Chagall for the Jewish Theater of Moscow. 
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October 9-November 22: 'Formes et rythmes de l'in- 
dustrie" (Industrial shapes and rhythms). This exhibi- 
tion is devoted to the work of a contemporary painter, 
Reynold Arnould, whose work is particularly influenced 
by the industrial and machine world. 


In December: "Deuxiéme Triennale d'art francais. "
